Defense Pact 
Means Bigger 
Air Force 


Washington, May 19 — (UP) — 


U.S. 
defense responsibilities under 


the North Atlantic pact today point- 
ed toward a bigger U.S. air force 
and navy. 


High government officials said a 


plan approved by the foreign min- 
isters of the 12 pact nations 
in 


London makes the United Stales 
entirely responsible for atomic and 
other long-range bombing in event 
of war. 


They said U.S. defese leaders 


have not 
considered 
giving the 


atomic bomb to any of the other 
pact countries. In fact, they added, 
no country has asked for it. 


Officials said the U.S. navy will 


be "largely responsible" for keep- 
ing sea lanes open throughout (.he 
world in any future war. 


These 
global 
missions 
appear 


likely to require more money for 
the air force and navy. They may 
push the fiscal 1950 budget 
over 


the $13,000,000,000 figure recently 
mentioned , by President 
Truman. 


At the 
time, Mr. 
Truman 
ex- 


pressed optimism over the world 
situation and predicted a cut in 
military spending.

Washington, May 19 — (fP) —The 
tl. S. Circuit Court of A p p e a l s 
ruled today that Mildred E. (Axis 
Sally) Gillars must serve 10 to 80 
years in prison for 
broadcasting 


Nazi propaganda during W o r l d 
War II. 


The white-haired 49-year-old for- 


mer actress was convicted 
more 


than a year ago in federal dis- 
trict court here. The verdict was 
handed down by a jury which de- 
liberated 17 hours and 20 minutes. 


In addition to the sentence of 


from 10 to 30 years, she also was 
fined $10,000. She would be eligi- 
ble for parole after 
serving 10 


years in prison. 


The three judges who heard her 


appeal were unanimous in uphold- 
ing her treason conviction and.sen- 
tence.
